4s earule, no pilot is permitted to teke seafariug craft iato Werneminde 
Harbor. German pilote are not allowed to set as observers or pilots along 
this streteh of the ccast. Pileting is done by Russians who are, for the 
mogt part, from Central fussia, In Rostoek, only ome crane with a loading 
grab ean oe used, and it le reserved for large ships, The ships ere loaded 

ia suecession aceording to the time of arrival, and at the time of this 
rt, there were Swedish, Norwegian and Danish vesaels, and ships from 
copes ja the port of Roatoek. 


2. Limited permits are given to go ashore upon docking, ‘Thus, the officers 
have been provided with speeial permits to go ashore up to twenty-four hours; 
the crew can be ashore omly up to twenty three hours. The passes are checked 
and renewed every moraing by a Russian harbor officer. The guard stetions 
in the harbor, and especially the guards for the vessels, are changed often —~ 
at Bight, overy half hour. Eribing of the guards is dome on a large seale 
with tobaseo and food stuffs which are desired particularly by the Russians. 
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
